To  THE  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Greenfield: 

I  respectfully  submit  my  second  annual  report  as  Superintend- 
ent of  Schools. 

Supervision 

While  a  considerable  portion  of  a  superintendent's  time  is 
occupied  with  administrative  duties,  his  chief  function  is  in  the 
field  of  supervising  the  work  of  teachers  and  pupils.  Supervision 
is  accomplished  in  a  variety  of  ways.  By  observation  of  the 
activities  carried  on  in  the  school  room  during  visits  one  gets  a 
very  good  general  impression  of  the  standards  of  instruction  and 
of  the  attitudes  of  the  pupils  toward  the  learning  situation.  The 
rate  of  progress  in  each  grade  and  subject  is  checked  by  compari- 
son of  periodical  reports  from  the  teachers  with  certain  standards 
of  progress.  The  proficiency  of  the  pupils  in  the  skills  they  are 
acquiring  and  in  the  specific  knowledge  they  are  gaining  is  gauged 
by  a  series  of  standardized  tests  such  as  was  outlined  in  the  annual 
report  a  year  ago.  Another  helpful  source  of  information  is  con- 
tact with  parents;  constructive  criticism  from  this  source  is  always 
welcome,  and  without  it  one  is  apt  to  lose  much  of  the  personal 
and  human  element  that  should  always  be  a  guiding  factor  in 
supervision. 

Teachers  and  Salaries 

For  the  past  several  years  it  has  been  common  knowledge  that 
many  qualified  teachers  were  unemployed.  This  is  still  true  in  the 
high  school  field,  except  in  Commercial  and  Domestic  Arts  sub- 
jects, but  the  surplus  of  qualified  teachers  for  the  upper  grades 
has  very  nearly  disappeared,  and  there  is  at  the  present  time  an 
actual  scarcity  of  primary  grade  teachers.  At  a  recent  conference 
of  superintendents  the  President  of  one  of  the  Normal  Schools 
made  a  strong  plea  for  us  to  send  to  the  Normal  Schools  a  larger 
number  of  students  to  be  trained  for  teaching. 

During  the  depression  salaries  in  general  decreased  and  reached 
their  lowest  point  a  year  ago.  Partial  restoration  of  the  reduc- 
tions has  been  made  in  a  large  number  of  towns  and  cities  this 
year,  so  that  the  average  salaries  are  somewhat  higher  and  the 
trend  is  toward  further  increases.  This  trend  will  of  course  be 
greater  as  the  surplus  of  teachers  diminishes  and  disappears. 

Cost  of  Textbooks 
The  question  is  sometimes  asked  why  the  cost  of  textbooks  runs 
so  high  each  year.  I  have  attempted  an  analysis  of  this  cost. 
Each  child  requires  from  ten  to  fourteen  different  books  in  his 
progress  through  each  grade,  or  a  total  of  92  for  the  eight  grades. 
The  cost  of  these  is  approximately  $66,  or  an  average  of  $8.25  per 
grade.  These  books  wear  out  or  become  obsolete  in  from  four  to 
ten  years,  and  the  replacement  cost  on  this  basis  is  estimated  at 
$1.40  per  pupil  each  year.    Greenfield  has  approximately  50  pupils 
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in  grades  one  to  eight,  so  that  the  text  book  replacement  would 
amount  to  $70  a  year.  The  average  actual  expenditure  per  pupil 
last  year  in  New  Hampshire  was  $1.19.  In  Greenfield  the  average 
actual  expenditure  for  textbooks  in  the  past  four  years  has  been 
$1.27  per  pupil.  Each  year  a  careful  estimate  is  made  of  the  needs 
for  the  coming  year,  based  upon  the  probable  number  of  pupils  in 
each  grade  and  the  condition  of  the  books  on  hand. 

Many  more  textbooks  are  needed  than  we  should  try  to  provide 
the  coming  year,  since  the  cost  would  approach  $200.  We  have 
given  $115  as  an  estimate,  reserving  the  remainder  for  the  succeed- 
ing year. 

Health  Program 

See  report  of  School  Nurse  following  this  report. 

Repairs  and  Improvements 

The  installing  of  the  new  Septic  Tank  outfit  replacing  the  old 
chemical  toilets  is  a  great  improvement.  The  dry  season  last  fall 
prevented  making  a  real  test  of  the  effectiveness  of  the  new  well 
and  electric  pump.  Fortunately  the  flow  of  water  from  the  old 
source  has  been  quite  satisfactory  up  to  the  present  time. 

The  new  blackboard  installed  at  the  front  of  the  Primary  Room 
has  proven  very  worth  while  and  a  similar  improvement  in  the 
Grammar  Room  next  summer  is  needed.  Both  rooms  should  be  re- 
decorated during  the  summer  vacation  and  most  of  the  desk  tops 
should  be  sanded  and  refinished.  Provision  is  made  for  these  items 
under  Extraordinary  repairs  in  the  Budget. 

Budget  for  1936-1937 

The  estimated  total  cost  of  maintaining  schools  for  the  coming 
year  is  approximately  $100  less  than  for  the  current  year,  including 
the  extraordinary  repairs.  The  variations  from  last  year's  budget 
are  accounted  for  as  follows:  An  increase  of  $100  for  Teachers' 
Salaries;  a  decrease  of  $100  for  Transportation;  an  increase  of  $300 
for  High  School  Tuition;  $100  in  place  of  $300  for  Extraordinary 
Repairs;  and  the  fact  that  the  Insurance  payment  of  $175  comes 
only  every  third  year.  The  High  School  Tuition  estimate  covers 
the  pupils  now  attending  Milford  and  Peterborough  High  Schools 
with  allowance  for  those  who  will  graduate  and  those  who  will 
enter  new  next  fall. 

We  expect  to  close  the  current  year  with  a  substantial  balance, 
some  $400  of  which  was  accumulated  last  year.  This  has  been 
estimated  at  $500  and  appears  in  the  budget  in  order  to  reduce 
the  amount  of  appropriation  called  for. 

The  reduction  in  State  Aid  from  $578.15  this  year  to  $207.73 
allotted  for  next  year  is  accounted  for  in  the  reduced  cost  of  trans- 
portation.
